SOLAR ACTIVITY 


Ra the Sun god Tad “Sunny Boy” Cook, K7RA, Seattle, Washington, reports: 
Average daily sunspot numbers rose nearly 13 points March 11-17 to 66,1. Av- 
erage daily solar flux rose by a negligible amount from 106,3 to 106,8. A solar 
wind stream caused geomagnetic disturbance from the last reporting week into 
the early part of this week, but conditions quieted. Mildly unsettled conditions 
may return over the weekend, with Friday through Monday, March 19-22, plan- 
etary A index predicted at 8, 12, 15 and 10. Solar flux is expected to moderately 
peak this weekend around 120 on both March 19 and 20, then 115 and 110 on 
March 21 and 22.
